Pethioh to all Regiments fo^WWl?^abW^ft"ftSf»f^%reat a progrefsmadc 
in it by a few, and, the irarliaments Negative fence declared of it> What 
could there be in defignj but a. ftii ring up the Army aeainft the Parlia- 
ment ? This we cannot but take notice of, as a confiderable circumftancc 
in the managcmeni of that affair. To the matter it felf of the P etitlon^ wc
